DECISION ON RENEWED 
PETITION FOR REVIVAL 
UNDER 37 CFR 1, 137(b) 



This is in response to applicant's "Renewed Petition to Revive Under 37 CFR 1.137(b)" filed 12 August 
1 999 in the above-captioned application. 

On 10 March 1999, applicant's Petition for Revival under 37 CFR 1.137(b) was dismissed without 
prejudice indicating that applicant failed to provide the required reply, that is, inter alia, an expressed 
intention to enter the national stage under 35 U.S.C. 371, the appropriate petition fee and an adequate 
explanation of the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date of the reply until the filing of a 
grantable petition. 

On 12 May 1999, applicant requested a one month extension of time and submitted the appropriate fee of 
$55. On 12 June 1999, applicant requested an additional two month extension of time and submitted 
$110, which was an incorrect amount for extension of time fees. 

On 29 September 1999, the undersigned faxed a communication to appHcant indicating that he had 
submitted an incorrect fee for a three month extension of time and that the correct fee for a five month 
extension of time, which was required to review his petition to revive, was $925. The balance of $760 in 
fees was required and must be received by 10 October 1999. 

On 04 October 1999, applicant submitted an additional balance of $760 due for the five month extension 
of time. 

The renewed petition to revive under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed 10 August 1999 in the above-captioned 
application is hereby GRANTED as follows: 

Applicant's statement that "the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the required 
reply until the filing of a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1 .137(b) was unintentional" along with 
applicant's detailed explanation of the delay meets the requirements of 37 CFR 1.137(b)(3).

A review of the application file reveals that the required petition fee has been paid and the requirements of 
37 CFR 1 .137(b) have been satisfied. Therefore, the request to revive the appHcation abandoned under 35
